The proceedings of the late Railroad Con- 


veulion at Buffalo have been an eye-opener to 
New York merchants. They discovered that 
there had been a discriminating freight tariff 
on all freight bound to the Westin favor of 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, amounting to from 
* three to six dollars per ton. The effect of this 
. Was to cause Western merchants to make their 
purchases in the latter cities whereby they 
would save a large item of expense in freight.

The old Police Court Boom has, in its 
effects upon the rest of the building, become 
quite a charming apartment, as the boiler room, 
fitted up in the most complete manner, with 
every appliance foe generating and distributing 
steam, economically and readily. 

The great height of the building gives very 
happily a lofty smoke stack without external 
unsightliness, The distribution of the pipes 
visits every apartment in the whole structure 


the cupola, The influence and advantage of this 
mode of heating rooms is seen best in the jail, 
whieh from being formerly at a heavy outlay 
for fuel one of the most cheerless and wretched 
of rooms, with must and mould, destroying 
even the prisonets’ bedding and clothing, with 
the inner surface of the stone walls throughout 
the whole extent dripping with clammy mois- 
tare, has become quite a different affair.

The Messrs. Crane are enterprising indefatig- 
able men and excellent mechanics who have 
established themselves in our city with every 
appliance for the successful prosecution of work 
in their line, and at their works and foundry as 
above are turning out an endless variety of fin- 
ished brass work, both useful and ornamental, 
as also the less showy but more substantial and 
indispensable portions of the harness and trap- 
pings of the useful and universal monster of the 
age, steam.
